HE following remarks on 
the funded debt, the com- 


merce, coins, and currency of 
America, may probably at this 
time be acceptable to many of 
your readets. 

.The exceeding great differ- 
ence in the currency of the 
American Provinces, has occa- 
fioned much mifapprehenfion 
concerning the a€tual* prite of 
both labour and provifions ; 
their refpective relative prices 
cannot be judged of by the nomi- 
nal value of their provincial 
currency, but require to be cal- 
culated by the intrinfic value of 
the-coin which it reprefents, and 
its relative value to the money 


of Europe. At New-York, © 


the dollar paffes for 8s. currency, 
yet when they pay England 
the goods they import, they ef- 
timate the fame, dollar at 4s. 6d. 
fterling, or at the rate which 
Great Britain reckons it in ex- 
change with America. In New- 
¥ork, a labourer receiving half 
a dolar, or 4s currency, wages 
per day, muft buy all the necef- 
faries-for his fubfiftence at the 


fame rate ; whilft the labourer 
at North Carolina, where thé 
fame dollar is current only at 4s. 
8d. receives equal wages at on- 
ly 2s. qd. per lip ; but this by 
no means proves which of the 
two is able to command moft of 
the neceflaries of life ; nor does 
it follow, that New-York can 
not afford to export her produce 
as cheap as North Carolina, 
provided there are no other lo- 
cal caufes, which operate to en- 
hance their coft ; for notwith- 
ftanding the vaft difference in 
the value of their currency i 
will only have a mere nominal 
operation upon either labour, 
provifions, or other produce, 
The prefent ftate of America, 
both in refpeét of population 


. and capital, is a greater impe- 
‘diment to the progrefs of her 


manufadtures, than the price of 
labour. It is more to her in- 
tereft toemploy the capital the 
draws from her credit (princi- 


pally with this country) to pro- 


mote her agriculture ; for her, 
therefore, to undertake for many 


ay to come te manvfacture 


for .

for herfelf, would hinder in- 
creafing population, and deprive 
her of the capital fhe now pro- 
fitably beftows upon the cultiva- 
tion of her land, and raifing from 
her foil a vaft variety of pro- 
duce, to give in exchange for 
Gie commodities the wants. 

The impolicy of Europe, and 
of this country in particular, ‘by 
purfuing a fyftem unavoidably 
calevleced to increafe the popu-

lation of America, and to gimi- | 
nifh their.own, to enhance the i 
prices both of labour and provi, 
fions ; will probably oblige 
America to anticipate her ma- 
nufactures, and by the. dearnefs 
of the markets the uféd to be 
fupplied from, make it more 
practicable for her to attempt 
the introduction of fimilar ma- 
nufactures.

All alkaline and abforbent 
earths are generally contidered as 
manures; but their a@ion, in 
promoting the growth of plants, 
is very different from putrid ve- 

etable and animal fubftances. 
Beary alkaline or abforbenc 
earth attracts an acid in propor- 
tion to its ftrength. When thefe 
; earths 
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eart!is are perfeAly uncombined, 
they are cauftic.; but when fa- 
turated with fixed air, they be- 
come quite mild. Fixed air is 
ftrongly attracted by all abfor- 
hents, and is an acid, the qual- 
ties of which are totally differ- 
ent from aljlothers ; when com- 
bined with abforbents, it becomes 
neutral. 

Dr. Prieftly hath thewn, that 
vegetables contain a large pro- 
portion of nitrous air, which is a 
modification of nitrous acid : and 
he has alfo proved, that animal 
fubftances (the fac excepted) con- 
‘fain none of this nitrous air ; but 
that inethem 2. portion of fixed 
and inflammable air is found. 
vegetable acid is a powerful aa- 
tifeptic, and muft be expelled 
before thefubftances that contain 
it, can become putrid. The ef- 
fect, therefore, of an addition of 
alkaline fubflance, or abforbent 
earth, to a mtals of vegetable 
matter, is that of uniting with 
this pitrous air, which counter- 
ads tye putrefcent tendency of 
they eee fubflance ; and 


a, jby this union, the acid is 


ethesexuacted by. thefe abfor- 


‘bentsy putrefation immediately 
takes place. 7 

Pelverifedlimeftone, without 
any calcination, is found to be a 
good manure, though lefs quick 
in its Operation than when cal- 
cined ; and isalfo; by its weight, 
in proportion to its bulk, liable 
to be loft fooner,  efpecially 
«here they practile deep plough-

ftance fo: it to a&t upon, and ac- 
quire a certain degree of fatura- 
tion before the feed is fown ; yet 
a fmall quantity will quicken 
and promote the growth of the 
feed. 

Pulverization increafes fertili- 
ty by increafing the furface to 
which nutritive principles inthe 
air may more eafily attach them- 
felves. — 

The different fpecies of ma- 
nure contribute to the fertalizing 
of land, only in proportion. as 
they introduce into it a quantity 
of fpongy powder, oleaginus par- 
ticles, or active falt. 

The quantity of nutriment 
which a plautderives from the 
earth, is in proportion to the 
number and magnitude of its 
Jeaves. Thefmallerand fewer 
thefe are, the lefs nourifhyment is 
drawn. 

The nutrition of vegetables 
is likewife moitly effected im- 
mediitely by the leaves, which 


aye the lungs ofthe plant. They 


not only ferve for raifing the 
fap, concocting it, and difcharg- 
ing its fuperfluity, but ate alfo 
a kind of roots, filled with deli- 
cately fine tubular veffels, that 
pump the juices from the air, 
and tranfmit them to the neigh- 
bouring parts. | 

It is a vulgar error, to fuppofe 
that moffes impoverif land. It's 


true, thatloving cold znd moil-» 
ture, grows on poor wet lands} 


and becaule fuch land, jn that 
ftate, bears little elfe, it has heen 
fuppofed, that mofs renders ic 
barren':---but the reverfe is true. 
The roots of mofs teldom pene- 
trate more than half an inch in 

depth,

depth, and therefore can. draw 
little from the foil. Take away 
the mofs, and inftead of having 
more, there would be lefs grats. 
The only way to improve fuch 
land, is effeStually to drain it, 
previous to its being manured ; 
grafs will thenincreafe, andthe 
mofs difappear. Few, if any, 
moffes are eaten by cattle. For 
fuch lands as thefe, when broken 
up, Patney barley is preferable

to anyother : for it appears bya 
paper in'the Philofophical tranf- 
actions, for the year 1678, that 
this {pecies of barley was recom~ 
mended tothe Royal Society, 
as being moft proper for cold 
countries; on account of its ri- 
pening within nine or ten weeks 
after it was fown.
